1844-Pioneer history of Hondo Deanery-1974 
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(Editor’s Note: This is 
the first of a two-part series 
giving the history of the 
Hondo Deanery.]

The Hondo Deanery con­ 
sists of 9 parishes and 8 
missions, located west and 
southwest of San Antonio 
and adjacent to the Del Rio 
Deanery. It is one of the 
most colorful deaneries in 
the State of Texas, if not, 
certainly in the Archdiocese 
of San Antonio. 
It has one parish, St. 
Louis, Castroville, estab­ 
lished on September 12, 
1844, older than the first 
diocese 
of 
Texas, 
and 
another parish, St. Domin­ 
ic’s Old D ’Hanis, now Holy 
Cross D’Hanis, established 
on May 19, 1847, fifteen 
days later than the Diocese 
of Galveston, established 
on May 4, 1847, when Pope 
Pius IX created the Diocese 
of Galveston out of the 
Vicariate of Texas, which 
encompassed 
the 
whole 
State of Texas. 
The cornerstone of St. 
M ary’s Cathedral, the first 
in Texas at Galveston, was 
laid on March 14, 1847. St. 
Louis Castroville and St. 
Dominic’s Old D’Hanis are 
therefore older than 
the 
Archdiocese of San Antonio 
itself, which was establish­ 
ed on August 28, 1847. 
The St. 
Louis church 
building, Castroville, com­ 
pleted in 1870, is over IOO 
years 
old, 
and 
has 
a 
historical marker attached 
to it; while St. Dominic’s 
Old D ’Hanis, has two on its 
grounds.

The area included in the 
Hondo deanery embraces 
the western part of Bexar 
County 
and 
Atascosa 
County, 
all 
of 
Medina 
County and Frio County, 
and the northern part of 
LaSalle County. The whole 
area of the Hondo Deanery 
has a little bit of the Hill 


Country, the fertile irrigat­ 
ed Medina Valley, ana a 
large part of the Brushy 
Country. 
Also, the northern part of 
the Deanery is on top of the 
Edwards 
Underground 
Reservoir 
- 
the 
purest 
deposit of a body of water 
known 
throughout 
the 
State of Texas. Beautiful 
scenic 
Medina 
Lake, 
18 
miles long and 102 feet deep 
when full, is situated on the 
northern part of the dean­ 
ery. The lake is a fisher­ 
m an’s paradise, good for 
boating and skiing, and is 
the best feeder into the 
Edwards 
Underground 
Aquifer system. (For a full 
detail on Medina Dam and 
Lake, see and read the book 
entitled, 
“ Ripples 
From 
Medina Lake" by the Rev. 
Cyril M. Kuehne, S.M.) 


In 
all, 
an 
estim ated 
population of 38,000 people 
live within the confines of 
the deanery; while some 
22,000 of them are Catholic. 
Some 
IO 
public 
high 
schools are located in the 
deanery area. The schools 
have good adademic and 
sports programs. 
The deanery is primarily 
rural, with no large cities. 
The largest is Pearsall with 
a population of 5,511, with 
Hondo and Devine rating 
also in the 5,000 bracket. 
The 
rich 
farm 
lands 
produce 
good 
crops 
of 
maize, corn, broomcorn, a 
vast amount of vegetables, 
watermelons, peanuts, and 
fewer acreages of smaller 
crops and fruit. A large 
test-plot 
for 
table 
and 
commercial grapes, 
with 
some 35 different varieties, 
has been established by the 
Extension Service of Texas 
A&M University at D ’Han­ 
is, Medina County. 
W ith regards to the pecan 
industry, 
there are 
now 
planted in Medina County 
some 18,000 propogated or 
inshell pecan trees, besides 
the 
many 
native 
pecan 
trees along the fertile banks 
of the Medina River and the 
Seco Creek. Because of this 
output, Medina County will 
soon be ranking among the 
top 
IO pecan producing 
counties 
of 
Texas. 
An 
over-1 OO-year 
pecan 
tree 
with a state marker stands 
in Castroville. 
The area is also known or 
noted for its livestock and 
hunting 
wildlife 
game. 
Many annual County Stock 
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Shows 
are 
held 
in 
the 
deanery; 
the 
exhibitors 
being the Future Farmers 
of America (FFA) and 4-H 
Club members. A near-life- 
size statue of St. Isidore, 
patron 
of 
farmers 
and 
ranchers, is located in the 
LaCoste 
Parish, 
Medina 
County. 
The brick and tile indus­ 
try 
and 
other 
related 
industries likewise form a 
part of the economy. A 
layer of clay, six miles long, 
300 feet deep, and 2 miles 
wide, used for the manufac­ 
turing of the best brick and 
tile in the State of Texas, is 
likewise 
located 
in 
the 
D’Hanis area of Medina 
County. There are several 
small airports and airstrips 
located in the deanery, plus 
a 32 small aircraft test-pilot 
training 
school 
at 
the 
Hondo Air Base, and two 
Automotive Research Test 
Tracks, one at Devine and 
the other at D’Hanis. 
The history of part of the 
deanery goes back to the 
time when Henri Castro 
came with his first settlers 
from 
A lsace-L orraine, 
France, in 1844, and settled 
25 
miles 
west 
of 
San 
Antonio on the banks of the 
Medina River; and, later in 
1847 another group from 
Alsace-Lorraine settled 25 
miles 
more 
west 
than 
Castroville on a high prairie 
about two miles east of the 
Rio Seco on the banks of a 
running stream now known 
as Parkers Creek. These 
places are known as Castro­ 
ville and D’Hanis. 
Since the settlers were 
Catholic and priests came 
with them, the establish­ 
ment 
of 
the 
Catholic 
Church began immediately. 
These early settlers and 
pioneers 
suffered 
many 
severe hardships of drouth, 
hunger, flu and diphtheria 
epidemics, harassment and 
killings by the Indians, and 
the wild or unruly Texas 
cowboys. The other parish­ 
es of the deanery began 
their history quite a bit 
later. However, during the 
years many more Catholic 
families settled in the area, 
many 
coming 
up__?rom 
Laredo, Del Rio, Uvalde, 
and from Mexico; these all 
helped to form such com­ 
munities 
in 
the 
Hondo 
deanery as LaCoste, Hon­ 


do, Devine, Pearsall, Som­ 
erset, Lytle, Natalia, and 
Cotulla. 
There 
are 
not 
many vocations from this 
deanery, but each parish 
has a good Contraternity of 
Christian 
Doctrine 
pro­ 
gram. 
The first parish of the 
deanery was St. Louis of 
Castroville 
established 
September 12, 1844. The 
settlem ent was named after 
its founder, Henri Castro, 
and the parish after St. 
Louis, the saintly king of 
France. The first M ass was 
celebrated in 1844; the first 
church built in 1844; and 
the first 
resident 
priest 
came in 1847. The deanery 
was known for many years 
as the Castroville Deanery, 
and 
later 
became 
the 
D’Hanis Deanery. Today 


Castroville is known as 
The 
Little 
Alsace 
of 
Texas’’ since the settlers 
came from Alsace-Lorraine, 
France. 
Since 
1947 
the 
Chapel of St. Francis of 
Assisi 
at 
Medina 
Lake 
(Mico) has been attended 
from Castroville. This chap­ 
el built by the Knights of 
Columbus in 1925 for the 
convenience 
of 
weekend 
visitors, had been attended 
from St. M ary’s Univer­ 
sity, 
San 
Antonio, 
but 
being within the territory of 
the Castroville parish, its 
care was transferred to its 
own parish soon after the 
appointment of a regular 
assistant 
in 
1946.
